In spite of the early hour of 8.15, 
about twenty members of the lClectrlc 
Club were on hand yesterday morn- 
ing, when the train left Honaventure 
Station for Cedars. Mr. H. M. Wil- 
son, chief electrical engineer of the 
('edars Raptds Manufacturing and 
Tower Co.. and 1'rof. Chrlst.e, accom- 
panied the men to explain the mys- 
teries and to see that they did not get 
lost in Hie French country. 

At Cedars Station there was u gen- 
eral rush for the auios. The unfor- 
tunates who were crowded out had to 
take the five mile drive in rigs. The 
day. although cold, was Ideal, and 
every one was feel.ng line when they 
arrived at the power plant. The plant 
consists of two buildings, the Power 
House in which the electricity is 
generated, and the Transformer 
House, in which the voltage Is step- 
ped up to 110.000 volts for trans- 
mission purposes. 

The men were taken to the Tower 
House first. Mr. Hullett, the super- 
intendent of the plant, Mr. Wilson 
and two of the head operators took 
charge of groups of the men, and ex- 
plained the plant to them. Ureat in- 
terest was shown in the governors 
Which regulate the large generators. 
These generators, which are driven 
by 10,000 H.T. turbines of the verti- 
cal type, generate C.ooo volts at 60 
cycles. An Idea of the s!ze of these 
machines is given by the fact that 
the diameter of rotating parts is 32 
feet, and the whole rotating mass 
weighs about 275 tons. This is sup- 
ported entirely from the top by a 
Kingsbury bearing. 

The operating switchboard from 
which the whole plant is controlled, 
also drew the attention of the men 
for considerable time. This was fully 
explained, and as many of the points 
as possible, without Interfering with 
the operation of the plant, were de- 
monstrated. 

From the Tower House the men 
went to the Club House. This Club 
House was built and is run by the 
Company for the housing of opera- 
tors and other employees. There the 
ni' n were served a hearty meal] which 
was very welcome, as the fresh air of 
the country is great for the appetite. 
A few words of thanks were given 
Mr. Wilson for the trouble he had 
taken lo arrange the trip, also for 
the dinner and for the transportation 
from the station. The men then gave 
Mr. Wilson three hearty cheers and 
a tiger, ending up with the McGill 
yell. 

After dinner it trip, was taken up 
the canal in a tug boat. This gavo 
the men a chance to see the civil en- 
gineering side of the development. On 
the return, Mr. Simmons, the assist- 
ant superintendent, took the men 
through I he Transformer House. The 
electricity from sight of the genera- 
tors goes lo M assena. N.V., where it 
Is used ill the manufacture uf alumin- 
ium Its voltage Is ruiscd by two 
banks, each consisting of three trans- 
formers from ti.HOO volts to 110,000. 
The entire apparatus Is in the west 
end of the Transformer House. In- 
itio east end Is the similar apparatus 
for the remaining two generators, 
which deliver electricity to the M. L. 
II. and T. Co. This is stepped up 
from C.600 volts to Ctl.OOO volts. 

As Mr. Wilson stated in his lecture 
last Wednesday night, the two points 
in the design of the plant were to 
obtain continuity of service and to 
make it ns near fool proof as pos- 
sible All the bus bar and switching 
arrangement is in duplicate, bo in 
case of trouble on one bus bar the 
other is always ready for service. A 
good example of the efficiency of 
this arrangement occurred a short 
time ago. Owing to a short circuit 
in an oil switch, the eight machines 
were put out of service, and in nine 
minutes they were in operation 
through the duplicate oil switch. 

Mr. Wilson also made the state- 
ment that this Tower House is the 
most efficient engineering project In 
the world. 

Thè men then went through a small 
power plant owned by the M. L. H. 
and T. Co., which gets Its power from 
the Soulanges Canal. This plant was 
built in 1907. The contrast between 
the two plants gave a good example 
of the rapid advance made In hydro- 
electric developments in the last few 
years. 

At present the development con- 
sists of about 100,000 II. T., but the 
work of completing it has already 
begun, and It is expected that the 
Complete installation of ten more 
machines, giving a total of 200,000 
H.T. will be finished within the 
next three years. 

At 6.30 the men gathered at the 
Transformer House, from which the 
rigs took them back to the station. 
They were inclined to be joyous and 
noisy on the return trip, but the re- 
monstrance of the conductor kept 
them rrom raising the roof off the 
car.

The fastest practice yet was in- 
dulged in by the Senior and Junior 
Hockey squads yesterday afternoon 
at the Arena, when the whole squad 
that were called for the practice ap- 
peared.

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"In taking up t lie incident of Ver- 
dun, one Is reminded that the powers 
of language are quite feeble and fu- 
tile when put to the test of describing 
what has occurred during the course 
of the great war." said Dr. Colby, in 
his lecture on Verdun, delivered. In 
the course he is giving, at the Royal 
Victoria College yesterday. To the 
ordinary man who reads the papers 
Verdun seems to be noth'ng more or 
les# than a fortress of the first class, 
ranking with that of Metz or Belfort. 
It comprises some twenty separate 
fortresses, all rendered as impreg- 
nable as modern science could make 
them. To the historian, however, 
Verdun has figured in the establish- 
ment of Germany and France as 
states of the modern world, and has 
also played a prominent part, in the 
formation of the French frontier us 
it was constituted before the war. 
When Charlemagne's three grand- 
sons, Lothair, Louis and Charles, di- 
vided the great Curolinigan inherit- 
ance, it was here that the treaty was 
signed. 

When the Great War liegan. the 
names most to the fore in the dis- 
cussion were those of Strnssburg, 
Metz and Verdun, but now Verdun, 
on account of what occurred between 
February 21 nnd June 30, is much 
more on the lips of the public. Dur- 
ing the Franco-German war Metz at- 
tained great prominence because it 
was the pivotal point of the cam- 
paign, when raged the battles of 
Mars-le-Tour and Gravelotte; but 
neither these battles nor the heroic 
defense of Metz by the Due do Guise 
in the winter of 1652-53 can vie with 
the late developments about Verdun. 
At Strassburg the Marseillaise was | 
composed, and first sung, but even 
the effect of this famous composition 
Is not to be compared with the effects 
of the attack and defence of Verdun. 

The fighting around Verdun is not 
more important than, say, the battle 
of the Marne, but the latter represents 
a death struggle of mitions, whereas 
the former was the last desperate ef- 
fort of the German offensive to crush 
France and bring her to a separate 
peace. Afier seeing his heavy arl.il- 
lery batter down everything before 
It in Poland and Galicla. William II 
determined to employ the same me- 
thods to capture the fortress which 
was regarded with so much respect 
by neutrals. Such a capture would 
mean that the march on Paris could 
be resumed; that the morale of tho 
French people would be seriously af- 
fected; that neutrals would he Im- 
pressed, and perhaps most of all, it 
afforded an opportunity for the 
Crown Prince to regain tho good 
graces and opinions of the German 
people, a thing of which he was badly 
in need. 

Verdun itself lies on a level piece 
of ground on the bank of the Meuse, 
mainly to the east of tho river. It 
is flanked by a number of hills, 
among those to the east being Pep- 
per Hill. Fort Douaumont and Fort 
Vaux. On the west is the famous 
"Mort Homme" Hill. 

After the terrific, bombardment of 
Liege, in 1914, the French saw that 
under modern conditions of warfare 
it would be foolish to depend upon 
the forts alone to withstand an on-) 
slaught, particularly if the guns of i 
the enemy had a longer range than | 
those of the defenders. Accordingly 
Sarrail, who was In command, pushed 
out his line as far as possible past the 
city, going even Into the plain of the 
Woevre, and moved much of the 
heavy ' artillery of the forfs to this 
advanced position. The result was 
that the line was rendered vulnerable, 
and the Germans made an attempt, 
from their positions north of Ver- 
dun, to cut off the Krenih from three 
sides. Just as the French on the 
Somme recently succeeded in cutting 
off Combles. This Is also being at- 
tempted by our forces In respect to I 
Bapaunie and Peronne. 'The failure 
of the Germans to do tills suggests 
Several trains of thought." declared 
the lecturer. One of these Is tha' 
the Germans could not hope to cap- 

tare Verdun without a terrific loss 

of life. This they were prepared to 
do, as is evidenced by the represen- 
tation made to the troops to the ef- 
fect that the capture of the fortress 
would mean the end of the war. 

The lecturer then described the dif- 
ference between pars mony and eco- 
nomy. In this connection he dealt 
upon the troops of General Ilalfourier 
of the famous 20th Division. When 
the Germans began to bombard Ver- 
dun General Joffre sent Cast'lnau to 
[look over the situation, and make 
I preparation to stop th- Germans. At 
the first of the battle the French bad 
i to withdraw to the east bank of the 
Meuse, during which time Germany 
lost heavily, but reinforcements were 
steadily coming lo their aid, and the 
situation became desperate for the 
French. After arriving at Verdun, 
Castelnau decided to use only picked 
men. and chose the 20th Division for 
the task. That the French were able 
to hold the Hermans on the 21th and 
25th of February the most crucial 
faint of the gn at battle acainal Lhc

The dehate given by members of. 
the Deltu Sigma Society yesterday 
afternoon in the It. V. C. was of 
even greater interest than hail been 
expected. The Freshmen upheld the 
affirmative view of the question, in 
opposition to the Sophomores, and 
both sides presented very strong 
cases indeed. 

Miss Horke. of the first year, open- 
ed the debate by stating the proposi- 
tion: "Resolved that the novel has 
exerteil a greater influence than the 
play.'- The speaker undertook to 
prove thai such has been the case in 
the past, leaving it to her colleague. 
Miss Kleauor Forde. to discuss the 
present conditions. 

Miss Rorke showed the importante 
of the novel from Shakespeare's time 
to the present, and the tremendous 
enthusiasm that attended the publica- 
tion of the first novels; she dwelt 
also on the fact that people of the 
higher class in England shunned the 
coarse plays of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, and that later 
during the period of I'urltan domina 
lion, plays were batiin d altogethed. 

The first speaker on the negative. 
Miss Hague then showed the popu 
laritv of the' play all through the Mid- 
dle Ages, when it was presented by 
the Church alone; then passed on to 
the time of the invention of printing, 
when the novel made its appearance. 
The novel, as this speaker explained, 
has been less popular than the play, 
because the seeing of a play requires 
much less expenditure of mental en- 
ergy than does the reading of a 
novel, and laziness is a quality that 
is inherent in the majority of hu- 
man beings. A number of appropriate 
quotations wore given from Aristo- 
phanes Macaulay. Cnrlyle, etc., show. 
Ing the high esteem in which those 
writers held the play. 

The second speaker on the alfir- j 
matlve. Miss F.linor Forde. then dis- 
cussed the present situation of novel, 
and plav showing thai although tin' 
novel has taken longer to mature; 
than has the play, yet Us effect is] 
now the greater. The brilliant stage 
Settings and the elaborate furnishings 
that accompany the modern play, tend 
j lo obliterate Its essential meaning i 
land purpose. Flays also are short- 1 
lived, for note how many people will 
I go to see a very ordinary play, us 
compared to the few that attend a 
rforinunce of Shakespeare.

There Is a story told of a man who 
Jumped up once al a performance In 
Ills Majesty's Theatre, London, cry- 
ing. "Stop torturing that woman on 
I the stage there," and tiled tnstnntly 
'from heart failure. Did anyone ever 
die rroni rending a novel? 

Miss Monk close.! by mentioning 
the fact that Sir Herbert Tree had 
once beeB forbidden to present a cer- 
tain plav In tbis same theatre, The 
fact that there exists a strict cen- 
sorship over plays, but none over 
novels, perhaps proves that the In- 
fluence or the drama is recoguized us 
the greater. 

The first speaker on Hie affirma- 
tive refuted the arguments of Hie pre 
vltms speaker, and tlw decision was 
then left to the fudges, who were 
Miss Gascoigne, Miss Cameron ami 
Miss Willis. 

Miss Cameron communicated the 
decision to the Society, and proposed 
a vote of thanks to Miss (Sascoignn.

The primary interest 
whlelî England took In India, was 
purely a commercial one; charters be- 
ing granted by the English Parliament 
to individuals and private corpora- 
tions, to carry un trade with the na- 
tives. From this slate England grad- 
ually acquired possession of India. 
Then and now, the natives of India 
were not. and are not, lully under- 
stood by the English people. Mutiny 
is bound lo occur, when a ruling 
country does not understand those un- 
der its authority. Mutiny broke out 
in India, and continued until the be- 
ginning of the present war. But in 
view of what lmllu Is doing now, that 
aspect Is not a troublesome one. The 
main part of the Indian problem re- 
solves itself into this: How will tho 
other parts of the Empire treat India, 
and how will she be governed after 
the war? Their own idea is Self Gov- 
ernment. At present India is under 
the authority of the Secretary of 
State for India, assisted by a coun- 
cil. This body has no inltiativo uu- 
thority, the chief authority being held 
by tho (lovernor-Ceneral and his 
council, who are In India. 

Fifteen provinces of India have 
English Lieuteiiant-Governors, with a 
native council. Altogether about 
seven million Inhabitants are undor i 
local self-government, members of 
these bodies being elected by the 
ratepayers. 

Education in India Is exceedingly 
poor. Tho majority of natives in In- 
dia are Illiterate. This is due, not on- 
ly to the unjust educational system, 
but also lo the exceedingly large 
number of dialects, the strong caste 
system, which is almost unbreak- 
able. Another thing winch served to 
estrange India from Britain was that, 
no native could obtain it commission 
In the British Imperial Army, though 
ut the present time, we are g!ad that 
this restriction has been done away 
with. 

Some of the desires of the Indians 
themselves are Provincial Autonomy, 
Elective Majority, Self Government, 
and in fact every reform that la at 
present in operation in other coun- 
tries. The desire of India is to take 
her place alongside othor countries, 
in tho same circumstances as herself. 
The educated classes of India real- 
ize that the hope of future good for 
India lies in the British Parliament, 
and it is upon this that India's loyal- 
ty Is based. She realizes that Brit- 
ain will help her more in doing this, 
than she can over hope to do by her- 
sell. To realize this Self Government, 
Indians must have sufficient intellect, 
and this will be readily granted them 
by all. Even in tho times of Bright 
and Cobden, Indians were deemed 
capable of holding high offices un- 
der the Crown, and at tlie present 
time many of the high court officials, 
as wel as Post and Customs officials 
in India, are native born. 

Mr. Holling then read selections 
from writers and politicians of emin- 
ent note, proving tho capability of 
the Indians, as well as their truth- 
fulness. One of the main things 
which has kept the Indian nation so 
ar behind, is that her politics are 
.iept In check by, and are bound up 
n, her social situation. In order to 
orlng India up to her rightful place 
Alongside her sister colonics In the 
empire, education Is needed, and a 
greater infusion of western ideas. The 
intllan aim is to fill a part in tho 
British Empire such as is occupied 
by the self-governing colonies as Can- 
ada and Australia. 

The second paper of the evening 
was read by R. W. Herring, on "In- 
dia during tlie Present War." The 
first notification of India's attitude in 
the present war was seen when sixty 
transports containing Indian soldiers 
•nnded at Marseilles, Franco, in Sept., 
1914. v 

War is the test of a country's au- 
thority over lier colonies, and India 
certainly stood true to England. 

For many years India has been 
stirred up by sedition, and this dur- 
ing peaco times. Many wore the con- 
jectures of what India would do it 
cngtand entered a war. 

Germany was one of those who en- 
deavored to profit by the seeming 
disloyalty or India. She hoped to do 
so, at the expense of England. For 
many years Germany had filled India 
with secret agents, helping to stir up 
mutiny. But in this she fulled. In- 
stead she formed the opinion that In- 
dia was ready to revolt, and no one 
was more surprised at the stand tak- 
en by India, at the outbreak of the 
war, than Germany. 

Everywhere natives rose .to the sup- 
port of the Empire, not simply that 
they were fighting to aid Britain, but 
that they, too, were fighting against 
the principles for which Germany 
was striving. Everywhere offers of 
assistance poured into the hcudquar- 
ters In India. Princes, Mnrajahs, rul- 
ers of border provinces offered men, 
money, horses and everything of any 
value whatever. And so it was (hat 
70,000 soldiers reached France from 
India, when they Were most needed; 
that Is In the- month of September, 
1914. Ilosldes the excellent work 
which tho Indians have done in 
France, they have also aided in 
Egypt with camel- corps. 

Instead of proving a danger to 
England in time of war, India ban 
proved a reservoir of strength and 
support. 

Tlie Indians have a capability for 
affection, as shown by their loyally 
to the British Crown, especially In the 
case of the late Queen Victoria. One 
other thing which was thought would 
prove u disastor was the war be- 
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Dr. Stephen Leacock, whose humor- 
ous writings have amused thousands 
o. tiiuse wno have eyes to read, Is 
about to extend the sphere of his 
popularity. There is, for this end, an 
edition now in preparation of one of 
the popular professor's works which 
is to be in the Braille raised type that 
enables those who are blind to read 
with comparative euse. Thus those 
who are deprived of sight will per- 
ceive and enjoy the flights of humour 
and fancy which have made the name 
of Leacock a household word on this 
continent. When even the blind de- 
mand a share in the laughter of the 
Nonsense Novels, and Its fellows, 
there is surely no further extension of 
popularity that can bo desired. 

A further limit, however, is already 
assured, for tho first copy of the new 
edition is to be sent to the General 
Institution for the Chinese Blind in 
Shanghai. This institution, the only 
one of its kind in China, was founded 
and endowed by Dr. John Fryer, a 
member of the family of Dr. C. IS.' 
Fryer, the well known professor of 
History in McGlU's Arts Faculty. As 
many of the inmates of tills Institu- 
tion can read English by the Braille 
system. Dr. Fryer, as soon as it was 
known that the above edition was to 
bo published, asked and obtained the 
privilege of sending a copy to Shang- 
hai. Thus the Canadian Mark Twain 
will travel through his book to the 
mysterious East, and who knows but 
that tho Chinese will demand a trans- 
lation of the writings which can 
make even the afflicted merry and 
light-hearted?

Many 
misunderstandings which were nat- 
ural before the war will be romoved, 
ospecialy one, the wrong Idea of 
what India is like. 

The rise of India will date from 
tho end of the present war, since she 
has shown she can take her placo in 
the Empire alongside the other col- 
onies.

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros 
jector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory. 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an ocre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable ton the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of nt least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding tho above, a mining concession may be acquired at sn.v 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is speciully called to the territory In the 
North-Western part of tho Province of Quebec, north of the height of land, 
where important mineralized belts are known to exist.
